happy to get into the house again 
and rarely stays out any longer 
than is necessary. 

Thus, the dog’s activity is. con- 
siderably decreased. The amount 
of food a dog requires depends en- 
tirely on the amount of food en- 
ergy the dog requires to keep him 
going. If he’s inactive during the 
winter, he doesn't need so much 
food. Of course being a dog, he'll 
usually. eat any given quantity, |. 
but the excess only goes to build 
up fat. So, if you don’t want a 
fat sluggard in the spring, give 
some thought now to a decrease 
in the food intake, 


This is the season of the year, 
too, when. there should be a vita- 
min supplement for the diet. In 
the summer this is not nearly so 
necessary, for the bright sunshine 
helps supply the dog with the nec- 
essary sunshine vitamins. In: the 
winter, however, cod liver oil in- 
cluded in the diet will pay ‘divi- 
dends. The cheapest kind available 
will be quite satisfactory. 

With heat on in the house or] - 
apartment, thought should also be 
given to the dog’s sleeping quar- 
ter. Dogs love heat. and, if per- 
mitted, will choose a spot close to 
the nearest radiator or hot air 
register. This should not be per- 
mitted, for too much heat is not 
good for the dog’s coat and there’s 
always the danger of chill when 
the dog does, go out into cold, 
wintry weather. 

It’s important to remember that 
a dog does not need hot sleeping 
quarters—a, temperature of about 
60 degrees being -ideal for. the 
short-coated. breeds ‘and less than 
that for the long-coated ones.

At the request of the Council of the Muni- 
cipal District of Wainwright No. 61 the follow- 
ing extract from The Vehicle and Highway Traf- 
fic Act as amended is published, 


Section 53 (1) Every vehicle being about to enter upon 
any main or Provincial highway as defined 
in the Public Highways Act or upon any other highway 
with at the request of the local governing body may be 
designated by the Minister and marked as a Highway 
at which vehicles are required to stop or upon any in- 
tersection at which it is required to stop by any by-law 
of any city, town or village shall be brought to a stop at 
a point not less than ten feet nor more than fifty feet 
from such highway, and shall not enter upon the high- 
way either for the purpose of crossing it or if proceed- 
ing along it until conditions of traffic on the highway 
are such that the vehicle can enter upon the highway 
with safety.

New regulations announced in! 


religious, patriotic exercises 


Revisions in the religious and patriotic exercises to be 


observed in Manitoba public 
by the. advisory board of the 

A period of 10 minuies per day, 
from which pupils may be excus- 
ed by special permission, is per- 
mitted for religious exercises dur- 
ing school hours. The new: regula- 
tions are intended to clarify the 
activities to be followed during 
the period. : 

In grades 1 to 4 it is now ob- 
ligatory for teachers to read from 
the Bible itself at least once a 
week and more often if desired. 
Reading ftom. prescribed Bible 
passages is obligatory in Grades 
5 and 6 at least three times a 
week. 

On remaining days of the week, 
reading from either of two vol- 
umes of Bible stories has been 
authorized for Grades 1 to 6 in- 
elusive. The authorized volumes: 
are Hurlbut’s “Story of the Bible” 
and Schoolland’s “Marjan’s Big 
Book of Bible Stories”. Scripture 
may be taken from the authorized 
English version, the Douay version 
or the revised standard version of 
the Bible. 

Previously, Hurlburt’s ‘ ‘Story of 
‘the Bible’ was the sole authorized 
reading for Grades 1 to 4 and 
scripture reading five days a week 

' was prescribed for Grades 5 and 6. 

Both scripture and Bible stories 
must. be read without note or 
comment. ‘ 
Without comment 

In addition to the reading,: the 
religious period is required to. in- 
clude a.prayer and, whenever pos- 
sible, a hymn. 

No change has been made in 
the religious. exercises of Grades 
7 to 12, which will continue: to 


have scripture readings five days |’ 


a week. 

Teachers’ in rural, schools, who 
often have several grades in one 
classroom, are required to read.at 
Jeast one scripture selection: a 
week from passages prescribed for 
Grades 1 to 4 and. atleast one 
selection a week from . passages 
prescribed for Grades 5 and 6.

Dairy trends 
_Total milk production in .Canada increased one billion pounds 
during, the past five years, and now stands at approximately 17 bjl- 
lion pounds. Utilization of this quantity of milk is of concern to évery 
dairyman, and more particularly that portion used in the manufacture | 
of the various dairy products. Allowing 6.8 billion pounds, or about 


40 percent, for use in. liquid form, the remaining 60 percent must be 
apportioned to the: various manufactured products. 


During: the. 1949 to 1954 period, fluid milk, ice cream, and evap- 
orated milk increased about in proportion to the increase in popula- 
tion. Cheddar cheese is down substantially since 1949, with last year’s 
production. at approximately the same ‘level as 1951. The trend in 
cheese production to date this year shows a decrease of .10 percent 
for the seven-month period, which would indicate. a make for the 
year below that of that year. It is significant that the increase ‘in 
butter production during this four-year period, utilized 1% billion 
pounds more milk or 80 percent of the milk production increase. But 
due to drought and diversion of milk to other outlets, butter produc- 
tion for the first seven months of this year is dewn almost.3 million 


‘J pounds or 2 percent compared With the same period a year ago. 


Ontario and Quebec &ccount for about two-thirds of all the milk 
produced in Canada. In 1954 these .two provinces manufactured 65 
percent of the 313 million’ pounds of butter made in Canada, 92 per- 
cent of the 85 million pounds of cheese, 82 percent of the 275 million 
pounds of evaporated milk, and 88 percent of. the. 103 million pounds 
of dried: milk. The two provinces, have 69 of the 76 combined butter 
plants in Canada, 7 of the 11 evaporated milk plants and 66 of the 
83 dried milk plants. It is apparent that only in the provinces of 


Ontario and Quebec ‘it-is possible to divert milk from ‘one product to 


another: in appreciable volume,

past five years, due to population increase, but cheese, evaporated 
milk, and dried. skim milk, stand out as products that have made 
gains in their use, 


During the past six years, the per capita consumption of cheese 
has gone from 4.8 pounds to 6.3 pounds, an increase of 31.2 percent. 
Evaporated milk consumption has risen during the period from 14.7 
pounds in 1949 to 18.2 pounds last year, an increase of about 24 per- 
cent, Per capita’ consumption of dried skim milk has increased from 
2.8 pounds in 1949 to 4.7 pounds in 1954, an increase of approximately 
68 percent. The two dairy products that have not made per capita 
gains are fluid milk and butter. 


In taking an overall look at the picture at the present time, the 
world market for butter is weak. For cheese it is firm, and countries 
that have-a flexible industry—for example the Netherlands and New 
Zealand—are able to swing their production from butter to cheese 
with facility to take advantage of the market. 


There is a world shortage of dried skim milk at the present 
time and it will be at least the end of the year before the production 
of this product from Australia and New Zealand will be available to 
importing. countries,
